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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . Claims 15, 16, 19-21, 23, 26-39 and 41-64 are pending. Claims 29-39 were withdrawn 
from consideration from Paper No. 1 1 mailed February 1 1, 2003. 



2. It is noted that newly submitted claims 41-64 are directed to an invention that is 
independent or distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: The 
claims constitute separate inventions similar to those enumerated from the Restriction 
Requirement from Paper No. 7 mailed September 30, 2002. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claims 41-64 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to 
anon-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

3. Applicant's July 17, 2003 Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) has been received. It 
is noted that only the US Patent Documents have been received.
